Smash on M25 kills one 
and shuts road for hours

A recovery truck driver in his 50s 
was killed on the M2 5 on Friday in 
a major smash that left a huge 
chunk of the motorway closed for 
most of the day. 

The entire anti-clockwise 
carriageway of the road was closed 
for more than six hours between 
junction 5 for the M2 6 and 
junction 4 for Orpington following 
the smash at around 6.15am. 

Although there was a phased 
re-opening of lanes throughout the 
day, with all lanes re-opened by 
around 2pm, the huge backlog of 
traffic did not clear for several more 
hours. 

It brought chaos to motorists 
using the road who found them¬ 
selves stuck in non-moving traffic 
for several hours. 

One told KoS: “I left my home in 
Maidstone at about 6.30am for a 
meeting in London at 9am, but 
spent two hours completely stuck 
before I was able to turn around 
and head home - meeting comfort¬ 
ably missed.” 

Police confirmed a green Scania 
articulated lorry smashed into the 


recovery truck driver and his white 
Iveco vehicle as it was attending to 
a broken down vehicle on the hard 
shoulder of the motorway. 

The victim, from Chatham, was 
declared dead at the scene. 

A spokesman for Kent Police 
explained: “He was not inside his 
vehicle at the time of the incident. 

“Witnesses who have not yet 
spoken to police are urged to 
contact the serious collision 
investigation unit on 01622 


798538 quoting reference 
DM/212/17.” 

A 42-year-old man from 
Gravesend was, at the time of going 
to press on Friday afternoon, in 
custody after being arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by 
careless driving. 

The death follows a crash earlier 
this week in Wrotham in which a 
24-year-old man was killed 
following a smash between a car 
and a lorry on Gravesend Road at 


around 1pm on Tuesday. 

Named locally as Tom Greening, 
the victim was rushed to Darent 
Valley Hospital but died later of his 
injuries. 

A police car was “in the vicinity” 
of the crash, Kent Police have 
confirmed, with a spokesperson 
adding: “The matter has been 
referred to the Independent Police 
Complains Commission, as is 
mandatory practice in such 
circumstances.” 


EU citizen fear of MP 
who warns hospital 
may be forced to close 


THE OEQM Hospital in Margate 
would shut if EU citizens are forced to 
leave after Brexit, an MP has 
warned. 

Sir Roger Gale fears the UK 
economy “would not survive” if the 
right measures are not put in place to 
permit not only skilled but “semi and 
unskilled labour” to enter the UK. 

His colleagues around the county 
have also expressed fears on the 
impact of a bad Brexit deal, with 
Helen Whately concerned that farms 
in her constituency of Faversham and 
Mid Kent would go out of business 
without access to seasonal labour. 

Speaking in a Commons debate on 
the rights of UK nationals in the EU, 
the Thanet North MP said: “I am 
acutely aware of the importance of 
the EU nationals employed in my 
constituency. 

“If the EU citizens among the 
ancillary staff in the QEQM hospital 
- never mind the highly qualified 
consultants and others - were to 
leave, the hospital would shut. 


“If we removed the equivalent staff 
from local care homes they would shut. 

“If the Lithuanian bakers from 
Speciality Breads, an award-winning 
local company, were to leave, that 
business would have great difficulty 
finding replacements for them. 

“The largest greenhouse complex 
in Europe [Thanet Earth] is in my 
constituency. They grow tomatoes 
hydroponically. 

“Those tomatoes are harvested 
largely by Poles and Romanians. 
Why? Because despite my requests 
and the company’s best endeavours 
they cannot recruit British labour to 
do the job, not because of costs but 
because it is hard work and there are 
not enough people willing to do it. 

“There are necessary people - not 
merely the highly qualified and the 
skilled but the semi-skilled and the 
unskilled - from the EU and beyond 
who work, live, enjoy life and pay 
taxes in this country and without 
most of those people the UK economy 
would not survive.” 


Teen charged over Parsons 
Green tube terror attack 


THE 18-year-old man arrested at 
the Port of Dover last weekend has 
been charged in connection with 
the Parsons Green tube train 
terrorist attack. 

Ahmed Hassan, from Sunbury in 
Surrey was arrested at 7.50am last 
Saturday at the Kent port. 

It came just hours after a device 
exploded on a train in west London 
last Friday. 


He has been charged with 
attempting to murder persons 
travelling on a District Line train 
from Wimbledon, contrary to 
section 1(1) Criminal Attempts Act 
1981 and maliciously caused by 
triacetone triperoxide (TATP) or 
other explosive substance an 
explosion of a nature likely to 
endanger life or to cause serious 
injury to property. 


Tory council leader to retire 
after 14 years at the helm 


PAUL Watkins will retire as leader 
of Dover District Council and step 
down as a ward councillor at the 
end of next week. 

The Conservative councillor has 
led the local authority since 2003, 
making him one of the longest 
serving council leaders in the 
county. 

He first joined the town hall as a 
ward councillor for Lower Walmer 


in 1983 and since 1999 has 
represented St Margaret 's-at- Cliffe. 

He also served as chairman of 
the council from 1989 to 1992. 

Cllr Watkins said: 1 ‘Now is the 
right time to pass the baton on to 
someone new to lead the council 
into its next phase, including an 
Electoral Commission review of 
the number of elected members, 
and the local elections in 2019.’ ’ 
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County town's local plan approval postponed 


A CRUNCH meeting where council chiefs were set to 
rubber-stamp a controversial document which sets out 
Maidstone’s development over the next 15 years has 
been postponed after MPs voiced concerns. 

The borough council’s leader, Fran Wilson, and chief 
executive, Alison Broom, met with Helen Whately on 
Tuesday after the Faversham and Mid Kent MP urged 


communities secretary Sajid Javid to delay the formal 
adoption of the plan ahead of a planned full council 
meeting on September 27. 

Mrs Whately wrote to the minister, supported by 
neighbouring MP Helen Grant, fearing the local 
authority’s proposals would create “lasting damage to 
villages and countryside” around the county town. 


Student found dead just 
24 hours after arriving 
for uni’s freshers’ week

AN INVESTIGATION has been 
launched after the death of a student 
during freshers’ week at the Univer¬ 
sity of Kent. 

It is believed the 18-year-old wom¬ 
an was spending her first night in 
the halls of residence at the Canter¬ 
bury campus when she died. 

Police say they are not treating 
the death as suspicious and that her 
family have been informed. 

A coroner’s inquiry will now take 
place to determine the cause of her 
death. Her body was discovered last 
Sunday morning, less than 24 hours 
after she arrived on campus. 

A spokesman for the university 
said: “We can confirm the death of a 
female first year student at our Can¬ 
terbury campus on September 17. 

“Police are not treating the death 
as suspicious. Next of kin have been 
informed and support is available for 
students and staff. Our thoughts are 
with the family at this difficult time.”

Molly Hope, culture editor of the 
university’s student newspaper, In- 
Quire, was working as a welcome 
helper. 

She explained: “We were moving 
everyone in, it was a really positive 


and happy experience on Saturday. 
We arrived Sunday morning to con¬ 
tinue helping students moving in 
but there were ambulances and po¬ 
lice cars outside of Tyler Court. 

“We were informed that there had 
been an incident and access to the 
flat in question was blocked off. We 
were told to move aside as the ambu¬ 
lance crew left the premises. Shaken 
students started coming out of their 
rooms and we had to calm them 
down. It was a sombre morning giv¬ 
en how excited students usually are 
when they start their time at uni.” 

A spokesman for Kent Police said: 
“We were called at 8.37am on Sun¬ 
day to residential accommodation 
on the University of Kent campus, 
Canterbury, following a report a per¬ 
son had died. 

“Officers and the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service attended the 
scene where a woman in her late 
teens was confirmed dead. 

“Her death is not being treated as 
suspicious. “Next of kin are aware 
and a report will now be prepared for 
the coroner.”

Killer is jailed 
for setting fire 
to his own flat 


AN 80-year-old released from prison 
after being convicted of murder is back 
behind bars after being sent down for 
three years for starting a fire at his 
home in Maidstone. 

Pensioner James Clarke caused tens of 
thousands of pounds worth of damage 
when he started the fire on the bed of 
his third floor flat in James Whatman 
Way on April 30. 

When the alarm was raised, Clarke 
told emergency crews he had deliber¬ 
ately caused the fire. 

Clarke was immediately recalled to 
prison, having breached a life licence 
imposed following a previous conviction 
in 1990 for murder. 

Appearing before Maidstone Crown 
Court, he admitted a charge of arson 
being reckless as to whether life was 
endangered. He was sentenced this 
week to three years and four months. 

Detective sergeant Neil Martin said: 
“The building in which Clarke lived also 
housed a large number of sheltered 
accommodation residents, mainly 
elderly and vulnerable people. They all 
had to be evacuated and Clarke’s 
incredibly reckless actions put their lives 
at risk, as well as his own. 

“Although no one was injured, Clarke 
presents a significant risk of causing 
serious harm.” 


Labour youth officer in 
pro-North Korea row 

YOUTH officer of the Canterbury Constituency 
Labour Party has caused a stir on Twitter by 
claiming she’d “rather have solidarity with North 
Korea than the USA”. 

Sarah Cundy, 18, who is also chair of Canter¬ 
bury Momentum, the grassroots Jeremy Corbyn- 
supporting campaign, made the statement in an 
exchange of tweets with a politics blogger. 

The Simon Langton Grammar student, who has 
since apologised for the comments, had been 
criticised for displaying the North Korean flag in 
her Twitter biography - a reference she has 
subsequently removed. 

In a series of posts, Miss Cundy said: “I have 
solidarity with countries willing to stand up to 
imperialism. I do not endorse their strikes over 
Japan but three million Korean people were killed 
in the Korean War by America, I’d rather have 
solidarity with DPRK than the USA.” 

Labour MP for Canterbury Rosie Duffield 
declined to comment. 


Decision day looms 
for M20 junction 10a 

A DECISION on plans for a new junction on the M20 in 
Ashford is due within weeks. 

Proposals for junction 10a, just 700m east of the 
existing junction 10, went out to consultation last year, 
and have been in the pipeline for around a decade. 

It is designed to help relieve the strain on the 
current junction and serve the major new develop¬ 
ments - both residential and commercial - being 
created around the town. 

It will use two bridges and connect to the existing 
A20 and a new dual carriageway link road built to the 
712070 near Sevington. 

Now the planning inspectorate - the government 
office which deals with all major infrastructure 
planning applications - has issued a report of 
recommendation to transport secretary Chris 
Grayling, who has until December 1 to decide 
whether to give the project the green light. 

Highways bosses then aim to begin work in 
January, with an estimated completion date of May 
2020 . 


£3.2bn resort agrees 
clipper service route 

A DEAL to provide direct river bus services to the 
proposed entertainment resort on the Swanscombe 
Peninsula has been struck. 

London Resort Company Holdings, the developers 
behind the planned £3.2bn theme park, has reached 
a memorandum of understanding with MBNA 
Thames Clippers, which recently successfully trialled 
a service from Gravesend into the capital. 

Bosses anticipate up to 10 per cent of the antici¬ 
pated 15 million annual visitors will make use of the 
fast ferries. 

Details of the services will be finalised closer to the 
opening of the resort - currently scheduled for 2023 
- but include linking the resort with Tilbury and Grays 
to south of the river and central London, with an 
opportunity for MBNA Thames Clippers to deliver a 
'park and ferry’ service from Tilbury docks. 

Humphrey Percy, CEO ofLRCH, said: “This is a 
crucial part of our strategy to make as much use of 
the Thames as we can in order to provide access to 
the London Resort away from local roads.’ ’ 
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Police chief hints force could 
work with paedophile hunters

THE UK’s lead police officer on child protec¬ 
tion has said forces will “potentially” have to 
look at working with so-called paedophile 
hunters. 

Senior officers have previously said vigi¬ 
lante groups such as The Hunted One, which 
operates across Kent and south east London, 
could put child abuse investigations at risk. 

But figures obtained by the BBC show an 
increase in the number of cases where evi¬ 
dence gathered by paedophile hunters is be¬ 
ing used. 

More than 44 per cent (114 of 259) cases of 
the crime of meeting a child following sexual 
grooming used this evidence in 2016, com¬ 
pared to 20 out of 176 cases in 2014 (11.3 
per cent). 

Chief constable Simon Bailey, the national 
lead for child protection at the National Po¬ 
lice Chiefs’ Council, told the BBC: “These 
vigilante groups are putting the lives of chil¬ 
dren at risk. 

“I’m not going to condone these groups 
and I would encourage them all to stop, but I 
recognise that I am not winning that con¬ 
versation. I think working with vigilantes is 
something we’re going to have to potentially 
have to look at, yes, but it comes with some 


real complexity.” 

A sting operation by a group known as 
The Hunted One descended into violence as 
they ambushed a man who sent sexual mes¬ 
sages to a decoy account. 

Their target, Mirza Beg, 29, was jailed at 
Maidstone Crown Court in August for 40 
months after he turned up with condoms at 
the Bluewater Shopping Centre in Green- 
hithe, near Dartford, believing he was meet¬ 
ing a 14-year-old girl. 

Mr Bailey warned that paedophile hunt¬ 


ers’ activities could hamper existing police 
operations. 

“I don’t encourage or condone the activi¬ 
ties of these paedophile hunters, because 
we only ever hear of the cases where they 
believe it has gone well. 

“They don’t take into consideration the 
safeguarding risks to children, the impli¬ 
cations of a failed operation or the compro¬ 
mise of one of our own operations. 

“So I don’t believe that vigilantes are the 
answer to this problem.” 


Britain First leaders 
face court hearing 

BRITAIN First leader and deputy leader Paul 
Golding and Jayda Fransen will appear before 
Medway magistrates on October 17 charged with 
regliously aggravated harassment. 

They were arrested in May as police investi¬ 
gated leaflets handed out around Thanet and 
Canterbury and a video posted online during the 
trial of four men who were later found guilty of 
rape. Both have been bailed. 

Finalist in seafood

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Theatre hikes security levels 
after Parsons Green attack 



BOSSES at Canterbury’s Marlowe 
Theatre have urged visitors to be 
extra vigilant in the wake of the 
recent terror attack at Parsons 
Green. 

Following the explosion on the 
tube last Friday, the threat level 
was temporarily raised from 
‘severe’ to ‘critical’ and the theatre 
announced it was introducing 
additional security measures. 

The threat level has subsequently 
been reduced but the Marlowe has 
reassured visitors that robust 
arrangements remain in place. 

General manger Paula Gillespie 
said: “We have developed our 
theatre’s security policies in 
accordance with the advice given 
to managers of public spaces by 
Kent Police and the National 
Counter Terrorism Office (NCTO). 


These policies are regularly 
reviewed by our management 
team. 

“Our staff are trained to monitor 
and report suspicious activity and 
in the operational procedures we’ve 


been advised to put in place to 
ensure the safety of our audiences. 

“We ask our audiences to report 
any suspicious activity and ensure 
that they keep their personal 
belongings with them at all times.” 


Thanet could lose 20 of its 
councillors in shake-up 


SOME 20 councillor jobs in 
Thanet could be axed under 
new proposals. 

The district council’s 
boundary and electoral 
arrangements working party 
meets next week to discuss the 
plans to reduce the number of 
councillors from 56 to 36. 

It comes after plans to create 
a single district council across 
east Kent - including Canter¬ 
bury, Dover and Shepway - 
were scrapped back in March. 

Both Canterbury and 
Shepway have since undertak¬ 
en electoral reviews to reduce 
the number of councillors and 
Dover has also signed up to one. 

The Local Government 
Boundary Commission for 
England (LGBCE) undertake 
these reviews on behalf of 
councils to ensure that there is 


an equality of democratic 
representation across the area 
that council represents. 

A report issued to councillors 
says: “The changes as a result 
of an electoral review are 
generally implemented at the 
next set of elections, as the 
review takes approximately a 
year to complete these would be 
the May 2019 elections. 

“We have been informally 
advised by the LGBCE that to 
start any later than now and it 
would not be possible to complete 
the review prior to May 2019 and 
so any changes required would 
then most likely not be imple¬ 
mented until May 2023.” 

After scrutiny at next 
Wednesday’s meeting, the 
report will then be considered 
by the full council at its meeting 
on October 12. 


Duo on prison charge 

TWO men will appear before court next 
month after being charged with a conspira¬ 
cy to throw drugs and mobile phones over a 
wall and into a Maidstone prison. 

They were arrested after plain clothes 
officers reported suspicious behaviour in 
County Road. They’ll appear on October 20.

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'Lives are being put at risk’

E mergency crews were 
once again counting the 
cost and warning of a loss of 
life, after crooks broke into 
seven ambulances in Than- 
et and stole life-saving defibrillators. 

All ambulances were targeted 
overnight last Sunday while they 
were parked at Thanet Ambulance 
Station in Haine Road, Ramsgate. 

It is just the latest in a string of 
crimes across Kent and the south east 
where crooks have saved the devices 
which can kick-start the heart after a 
medical emergency. 

Detective sergeant Simon Harrold 
said officers were pursuing a number 
of lines of enquiry. 

He said: “It appears that the thieves 
levered the back doors of the ambu¬ 
lances open to gain access to the defi¬ 
brillators. 

“Thefts like this put lives at risk be¬ 
cause these ambulances cannot oper¬ 
ate fully and provide an emergency 
service without these vital pieces of 
equipment.” 

Detectives believe the offenders 
would have needed a vehicle to trans¬ 
port the defibrillators as they are bulky 
items weighing around 10 kilos each. 

Det sgt Harrold added: “We are 
urging anyone with information 


i f. 


about the thefts, or who saw suspi¬ 
cious activity in the area on Sunday 
night, to contact us. 

“We would also like to hear from 
anyone who has seen or been offered 
second-hand defibrillators for sale.” 

Thefts of defibrillators are on the 
rise across the country because they 
have a high resale value. 

Det sgt Harrold added: “We urge 


organisations looking for second¬ 
hand defibrillators to always ask for 
the serial numbers first so they can 
check they are legitimate.” 

SECAmb operating unit manager 
for Thanet, Giovanni Mazza, said: 
“Following on from other thefts 
across our region in recent months, 
lives have once again been put at risk 
by this disgraceful act targeting vital 


life-saving equipment. We are work¬ 
ing closely with police following the 
theft from Thanet and would urge 
anyone with any information what¬ 
soever to come forward.”

Greenpeace target VW car ship 
as it tries to deliver to Sheemess 

Luke May on the dramatic events in the Thames Estuary this week as part of diesel vehicles protest 


ENVIRONMENTAL activists 

slammed the brakes on a 
23,000-tonne car carrier heading to 
docks on Sheppey this week as part of 
a major protest over emissions. 

Greenpeace targeted the cargo ship 
which was heading to Sheerness to 
deposit hundreds of vehicles by Ger¬ 
man manufacturer Volkswagen 
(VW). 

The firm ignited the ire of environ¬ 
ment groups two years ago when it 
was found to have fitted software to 
its diesel cars to allow them to pass 
stringent emission tests. 

It is thought they were applied to 
some 11 million vehicles worldwide - 
including 1.2 million in the UK. 

A team from Greenpeace, using 
kayaks and boats, reached the vessel 
in the Thames Estuary at about 
8.30am on Thursday. 

They climbed on board and were 
hanging from the ship’s 27m-high 
unloading door, pledging to remain 
until Volkswagen “takes its toxic cars 
back to Germany”. 

While on the door they unfurled a 
huge banner which read ‘ditch die¬ 
sel’. 

The ship was eventually forced to 
turn around and sailed to Margate 
where it anchored overnight and into 
Friday with the Greenpeace cam¬ 
paigners still on board. 

VW insist the ship was primarily 
carrying petrol models, along with

nearly 40 plug-in hybrid electric cars. 

Meanwhile, at the same time, a 
number of activists used ladders to 
gain access to the secure car storage 
area at Sheerness port where thou¬ 
sands of VWs are kept before they are 
distributed to UK suppliers. 

They were attempting to immobi¬ 
lise the diesel models by removing the 
keys and were labelling engines with 
messages calling on them to cut 
emissions and consider the impact on 
the environment. 

Two protestors stayed overnight.

paigner at Greenpeace, said: “Two of 
our climbers have been arrested after 
blocking this VW toxic cargo for 
hours, but another team immobilised 
thousands of VW diesels at the port. 
Our volunteers have stepped in and 
put their freedom on the line to do 
what our government and regulators 
have failed to do - protect our health 
from toxic pollution. 

“We will keep putting pressure on 
VW until it takes responsibility for its 
role in our air pollution crisis and 
ditches dirty diesel for good.” 

One of the activists, support worker 
Janet Barker, 38, from Powys, said: 
“Diesel cars are toxic, so we’re here to 
block VW imports on behalf of all of 
the children who are the most acute¬ 
ly affected by the health impacts of 
diesel fumes. 

“VW’s polluting vehicles are add¬ 
ing to a public health emergency 
harming thousands of people.” 

Volkswagen issued a statement 
saying the diesel cars on the ship 
meet the latest air pollution regula¬ 
tions. 

It read: “The ship contains a varie¬ 
ty of Volkswagen Group vehicles, in¬ 
cluding petrol, diesel and plug-in hy¬ 
brid models. The diesel vehicles, 
which are the subject of the protest, 
meet strict Euro-6 standards.” 

The government announced in 
July that new diesel and petrol cars 
and vans will be banned from 2040 


as part of efforts to tackle air pollu¬ 
tion. 

A spokesperson from Peel Ports, 
which runs the site, said: “We can 
confirm that Greenpeace protesters 
have illegally entered secure areas of 
the Port of Sheerness. These areas are 
restricted to ensure that UK border 
security is preserved and we protect 
the safety of our customers and em¬ 
ployees working on the port. We are 
working with the police, Greenpeace 


and Volkswagen to resolve the situa¬ 
tion. The safety of the protesters and 
employees, whilst safeguarding the 
marine environment, remains our 
principal priority.” 

It is not the first time Greenpeace 
has been active in the county. Ten 
years ago campaigners climbed up 
the power station at Kingsnorth as 
part of a high profile protest against 
the building of coal-fired power sta¬ 
tions in Hoo. 
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Ribbon cut 
as the £70m 
A21 dualling 
is completed 

Some thought they’d never see the day 
but finally one of the most notoriously 
busy roads in Kent has been expanded

IT had been discussed for years but on 
Thursday the upgraded A21 between 
Tonbridge and Pembury was finally 
fully re-opened - albeit some nine 
months behind schedule. 

One of the county’s most notorious 
traffic blackspots, it is hoped the du¬ 
alling of the stretch will enhance the 
journey times of some 35,000 motor¬ 
ists who use the road every day. 

The road is one of the main arteries 
into Tunbridge Wells, and it was 
thanks to relentless pressure from 
politicians in the town and from 
County Hall which finally saw the 
government give the go-ahead to the 
£69.7 million project. 


It had initially been shelved after 
the coalition government’s spending 
review in 2010 before being adopted 
once again three years later. 

It is hoped it will help speed up 
journeys, improve safety, reduce con¬ 
gestion and boost the economy with 
businesses previously complaining of 
losing thousands of pounds in delays 
as a consequence of the jams that 
built up there day and night. 

Highways England regional invest¬ 
ment programme director David 
Haimes said: “This is another missing 
link in the country’s road network 
filled in. 

“For decades, the single carriage¬ 
way section of the A21 between Ton- 
bridge and Pembury has been a 
source of daily congestion, delaying 
drivers and frustrating business who

depend on the road. That changes 
now.” 

Sections of the road may still close 
for short periods over the coming 
months as final work on issues such 
as landscaping an the construction of 
the Blackhurst Lane footbridge is 
completed. 

Two new junctions have been built 
as part of the project, plus dedicated 
new facilities for pedestrians, eques¬ 
trians and cyclists. 

Cutting the ribbon was Tonbridge 
MP Tom Tugendhat. He said: “For 
decades this road has suffered from 
severe congestion and the new route 
should mean that such frequent de¬ 
lays are a thing of the past. 

“This has been a major project, 
with work taking over three years, 
but I am delighted that it is now com¬ 
plete. This is an important project in 
achieving greater connections be¬ 
tween our communities and I’m 
thankful to all the residents in local 
towns and villages who have had to 
deal with the impact during con¬ 
struction. 

“I was pleased to be joined by repre¬ 
sentatives from Highways England, 
Balfour Beatty, Kent County Council 
and Tonbridge and Mailing and Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Borough Councils. This 
would not have happened without 


them.” 

However, the project has not been 
without its controversy, with an area 
of ancient woodland having to be de¬ 
stroyed to create the space for the ad¬ 
ditional lanes. 

Highways chiefs said the area 
would be relocated, but that has not 
sat well with those opposed to it. 

Oliver Newham is from the Wood¬ 
land Trust. He explained: “Whilst we 
recognise the need for improvements 
to the road infrastructure there’s no 
getting away from the loss of nine 
hectares of irreplaceable ancient 
woodland. 

“Highways England claims the 
works are a positive example of 
‘translocation’ of ancient woodland 
soil, a measure for which there is no 
evidence of success. 

“It’s vitally important that future 
traffic solutions in Kent work in har¬ 
mony with the natural environment, 
not against it. Tunnelling, junction 
improvements, public transport in¬ 
vestment and road realignment must 
be prioritised over a build first, think 
later outcome. 

“Studies show the woods contained 
more than 1,000 species of fungi, 10 
species of ladybird, 24 species of bee 
and at least 13 species of butterfly. 

“We all need to remember ancient 


woodland is rare, precious and really 
is irreplaceable. 

“Its intrinsic value to the natural 
environment is something upon 
which no price can be levied.” 

Highways England said the project 
team had taken great care to protect 
the nearby environment and that 
some 18 hectares of new woodland 
was created, double what was actu¬ 
ally needed for construction, using 
cutting-edge translocation tech¬ 
niques, to preserve its ecological 
make up. 

They added that new areas of 
heathland have also been created 
and an ancient barn carefully taken 
down to be reconstructed and pre¬ 
served at a heritage museum. 

As well as improving the road, a 
new path along the A21 has been 
completed. Kent County Council will 
provide additional links to Tonbridge 
railway station and the Tunbridge 
Wells Hospital at Pembury. 

The building work had started in 
the spring of 2015, and has been 
gradually opened in phases for use by 
drivers in the past few months. That 
started with a new flyover at Long- 
field Road in July. The road layout has 
also been improved for properties 
along the A21 with a new junction to 
provide safer access.

Ukip has been on a rollercoaster ride in recent 
years with incredible highs but now finds itself 
in a low. We speak to one of the candidates who 
is hoping to be crowned leader when the party 
unveils its new look at its annual conference

KIP has “a moral duty” to deliver a 
successful Brexit, the Kent man 
vying to become the party’s new 
leader has claimed. 

Bookmakers have rapidly 
slashed odds on Henry Bolton being elected 
the new head of Ukip at the party’s annual 
conference in Torquay next week. 

A former police officer and security expert, 
Mr Bolton currently lives in Folkestone, and 
stood in last year’s Kent police and crime com¬ 
missioner election, finishing second behind 
Matthew Scott of the Conservatives. 

However, it has been a turbulent 15 months 
for Ukip following the vote to leave the Euro¬ 
pean Union last June - with tales of defections, 
infighting, crushing election losses and some¬ 
thing of an identity crisis which leaves many 
wondering what exactly is the point of its con¬ 
tinued existence. 

In Kent it has enjoyed success in recent 
years, claiming control of its first ever council 
in Thanet back in 2015, and becoming the 
main party of opposition on Kent County 
Council two years earlier - though its repre¬ 
sentation at County Hall was completely 
wiped out when voters returned to the polls in 
May. 

The county has of course also been home to 
one Nigel Farage, who, for now at least, will 
not be returning as the face of the party. 

Speaking to KoS as his leadership campaign 
slowly begins to wind down, Mr Bolton, who is 
currently fourth-favourite with the bookies, 
was confident he was the best person to make 
Ukip relevant again. 

“I don’t think anybody outside the party will 
be putting money on me because I don’t have 
as much of a political following outside the 
party as some of the other candidates,” he said. 

“I think I’m going to do better than fourth. 

“If you look at John Rees-Evans and Anne 
Marie Waters, they have got a massive online 
presence which has been established over time 
that is way in excess of membership numbers. 

“But a lot of their following is not members 
- from our analysis of the supportive com¬ 
ments for Anne Marie Waters, only six per 
cent are from members, which brings her 
right down. 

“I’ve been to hustings where the person 
chairing it said ‘I am supporting you and so is 
everybody else’ and they burst out in applause 


- there’s a huge amount of support.” 

Mr Bolton’s CV is virtually bulging at the 
seams, having previously worked alongside 
the United Nations and the White House, and 
claims his vast breadth of experience gives 
him a headstart over his rivals. 

“None of the others have got the experience 
of leading in terms of motivating, driving the 
support of an organisation and none have the 
organisational leadership that I’ve got,” he 
said. 

“Some of my opponents say that they are the 
only ones who will truly change the party. 

“Anne Marie Waters says she will ‘tell the 
truth about Islam’ and John Rees-Evans will 
bring direct democracy [where members vote 
on policy initiatives]. 

“These are niche but revolutionary ideas. 
But does the party want to go down either 
route? I don’t think so. 

“They are making themselves different but I 
am saying we should focus on delivering the 
things we always wanted to - namely a suc¬ 
cessful Brexit. 

“We have dropped the ball on that and we 
need to pick it up again. Ukip went to radio si¬ 
lence, the general election was a bit of a car 
crash campaign and since then we have done 
just about nothing. 

“Someone asked me how I was going to deal 
with the fact the media aren’t reporting on us, 
but have we done anything? We have gone 
quiet. 

“We have got a government that is compro¬ 
mising Brexit already. 

“We have seen it in proposals for defence co¬ 
operation, it seems increasingly likely that 
there is going to be a significant payment to 
the EU, there’s a question mark over fisheries 

- there are all sorts of areas in which we may 
end up with a bit of a fudged Brexit. 

“Then we had the discussions over the with¬ 
drawal bill last week - Ukip should be all over 
that, it’s a crucial piece of legislation.” 

Of course, some would argue just how much 
of an influence the party can have without 
any parliamentary representation whatsoev¬ 
er. 

Needless to say dad-of-three Mr Bolton, 
whose wife famously gave birth to daughter 
Victoria on a high-speed Southeastern train 
last year, disagrees with those claims. 

He said: “We brought about the referendum 
with next-to-no MPs. Influence is power, it’s 
not all about bums on green seats in Westmin¬ 
ster.

“Everybody has acknowledged we are leaving 
the customs union - Michel Barnier, Jean 
Claude Juncker, Theresa May, David Davis, even 
Jeremy Corbyn and Keir Starmer - so why are 
we still moving ahead with 32 per cent cuts in 
the border force? 

“Leaving the customs union implies we will 
have to do more work on our borders. There’s a 
real lack of strategic overview and thinking go¬ 
ing on - we have failed to plan and prepare. 

“We need to be shouting loud and clear that 


the government is missing something here. We 
have a moral responsibility to make sure Brexit 
is a success for everybody.” 

In order to get itself crucial votes once again, 
Ukip is undergoing something of a rebrand, 
which will be unveiled next week. 

It is understood the purple colours will re¬ 
main, but the logo may change, while Mr Bolton 
also hopes to change wider perception of the 
party. 

Ms Waters has proved a controversial figure 


for her public criticism of Islam, and her inclu¬ 
sion on the ballot paper has prompted warnings 
that she could split the party, with 18 of the 20 
Ukip MEPs reported to be ready to quit if she 
wins. 

Speaking of his opponent, Mr Bolton said: 
“Anne Marie Waters is a passionate and highly 
effective campaigner, but if you want to deliver 
anything you have to be credible. 

“If Ukip goes down the route of being anti-Is¬ 
lam, it won’t be able to deliver on Brexit. 


“She doesn’t provide solutions. If she were to 
totally ‘get it’, that you need to have more politi¬ 
cal acumen if you are going to make progress, 
she could be highly effective in the future. 

“There are Muslims who have laid down their 
lives for this country and Muslims who are pas¬ 
sionate believers in Britain - to paint them all 
with the same brush is absolutely unfair, un¬ 
helpful and unproductive. 

“But the issues she raises are not irrelevant -

we face a risk of jihadi Islam and a threat to our 
way of life by the sheer weight of numbers that 
come in from foreign culture and it’s our fault 
for failing to manage it.” 

Kent’s association with Ukip has been strong 
in recent years, and not just because of Mr 
Bolton and Mr Farage, who unsuccessfully 
stood for parliament in South Thanet in 
2015. 

On a visit to Margate earlier this year, then- 
leader Paul Nuttall described the town as “the 
heart of Ukip” while Diane James, the leader 
who notoriously lasted only 18 days in the job, 
also has roots in the county having attended 
school in Rochester. 

On why the party has traditionally proved 
popular in the south east, Mr Bolton said: “Ukip 
does well in coastal communities, which I think 
is because of our position on fishing, and we do 
well in areas that are traditionally British. 

“In Kent, with the Weald, the Battle of Britain 
and the White Cliffs, they all contribute towards 
that overall context. 

“It’s also been on the frontline - we’ve seen 
more immigrants jumping out of lorries.” 

He is not, however, as enthusiastic about the 
job done by Chris Wells at Thanet District Coun¬ 
cil over the last two years, and saved particular 
criticism for alleged broken promises over Man- 
ston Airport. 

“So many times political parties get them¬ 
selves elected saying they will do this and that 
and then just don’t deliver. 

“When it comes to Manston, I understand 
there are some commercial sensitivities around 
it, however Chris Wells should realise he is not 
just the leader of the council but the leader of the 
community and has a responsibility to keep 
them informed as to what is happening and 
why. 

“You cannot maintain trust if you are deliver¬ 
ing little and not communicating with people. I 
am afraid he has not covered himself or the par¬ 
ty in glory. 

“One of my leadership objectives is better 


preparation of candidates for being in office. We 
have failed to ensure candidates are of the best 
calibre and there has been a breakdown of stra¬ 
tegic communication. 

“What I would like to see him do is start talk¬ 
ing to people. If he doesn’t do that I suspect 
Thanet is going to be disastrous in the local gov¬ 
ernment elections.” 

Pushed on whether he thought Cllr Wells 
should step down, he said: “Every day that goes 
past makes it harder. 

“But there’s still a solid base in Thanet and I 
think even if we take a massive hit next time 
around, there is still something to build on.” 

The council leader said in response: “I wish 
him well in the forthcoming leadership election, 
in many ways he has good qualities for the role. 

“He also has other candidates to beat and 
seems to be desperately seeking headlines to 
shore up his campaign. 


“Real political leadership is about being hon¬ 
est with the electorate on important issues. 

“Manston has been a political football since 
before the general election of 2015.1 suggest 
Mr Bolton looks closely at the facts rather 
than trotting out campaign myths about Man¬ 
ston. The chief myth surrounds the capacity of 
RiverOak to deliver what they claim in their vol¬ 
umes of suspect reasoning and half truth fore¬ 
cast. 

“As for election predictions, Thanet is doing 
neither better nor worse than Ukip nationally, 
generally because of national issues and a lead¬ 
ership crisis. 

“Mr Bolton may be keen to do the job, but it 
sounds like he is already getting his excuses in 
for coming electoral failure, which is not the 
best reason to vote for any leadership candidate. 

“Any time he wants to listen to the truth, on 
Manston, Ukip nationally, and perhaps hear a 


few home truths on understanding local gov¬ 
ernment, I am available. 

“And have had that sort of excellent working 
relationship with every other leader to date.” 

Mr Bolton is clearly confident in his abilities 
as a leader, and laughed off suggestions he too 
would fail to last the distance, were he to be cho¬ 
sen for the top job. 

“You have to have a thick skin. As a former 
police officer I have that - I’ve been assaulted, 
spat on and called every name under the sun,” 
he said. 

“I spent 27 months in Helmand, in which 
time the US marine corps battle group changed 
over five times. I was in the same place while the 
US felt it could only keep troops there for six 
months. 

“I’m resilient and I’ve got the determination 
and the courage required.”

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Dozens left 
homeless as 
blaze rips 
through flats 

Community rallies around in style as 
more than 100 firefighters tackle major 
blaze at Holborough Lakes in Snodland

S NODLAND’S “overwhelm¬ 
ing” community response 
has been hailed after a fire 
ripped through a block of 
flats in Holborough Lakes 
last weekend. 

At its height, more than 100 fire¬ 
fighters were called to the three- 
storey building which contains 22 
flats at Pollyfield Close on Saturday 
morning. 

While nobody was killed in the 
blaze, dozens of people now find 
themselves homeless, with many 
residents claiming everything they 
own was destroyed in the inferno. 

The cause of the fire is unknown 
at this stage but it is not believed to 
be suspicious. It is understood to 
have started on the third floor but 
the extent of the damage has hin¬ 
dered attempts to locate the cause. 

However, the response of the local 
community has been unanimously 
praised, after thousands of pounds 
was raised in a matter of hours on¬ 
line to support those affected, while 
many others donated clothes and 
food, and cafes offered victims hot 
dinners free of charge. 

Snodland town councillor Paul 
Hickmott told us: “We’re all quite 
shocked by it. Although there were 
no fatalities, most people have lost 
everything. 

“Local people have been collect¬ 
ing stuff for them, there’s a collec¬ 
tion box in the local Co-op and cafe. 

“They still need to identify the 
cause of the fire but it all has to be 
repaired which will take a long time 
so I don’t think they’ll be moving 
back in a hurry.” 

The town’s MP, the Conservative 
minister Tracey Crouch, spent sev¬ 
eral hours on the site of the blaze on 
Saturday. 

She said: “The response to the in¬ 
cident from the fire brigade was ab¬ 
solutely first rate with at one point 
over 15 appliances in attendance. 

“It appears 22 apartments were 
affected but everyone got out safe 
and are accounted for. 

“Berkeley Homes, their managing 
agents, RMG (Residential Manage¬ 
ment Group) and Tonbridge & Mailing 


Borough Council were on site very 
early and have ensured all affected 
residents are being supported. 

“I met some residents and most 
are with family or friends and oth¬ 
ers have been placed in hotel ac¬ 
commodation. 

“The response from the commu¬ 
nity, individuals and organisations, 
and volunteer groups like the Red 
Cross was incredible and people’s 
donations came in so thick and fast 
that a request went out for no more. 

“The emergency services were be¬ 
ing well looked after too with food 
and refreshments. 

“Thank you to all those who have 
been in touch to offer help and sup¬ 
port. Everyone really appreciates it. 

“One fireman said ‘y° u must be 
really proud of the community’...yes 
I am but also of him and his col¬ 
leagues. 

“My primary responsibilities will 
kick in a bit down the road when 
those affected inevitably find them¬ 
selves facing challenges from the 
administrative issues that arise 
from events like this. 

“But in the meantime it was reas¬ 
suring to see those affected being 
dealt with quickly by all the relevant 
organisations and agencies and 
supported practically and emotion¬ 
ally by the wider community.” 

Following a similar blaze at the 
Tannery in Canterbury back in 
2015, and indeed the Grenfell Tower 
tragedy in west London earlier this 
summer, there were calls for sprin¬ 
klers to be installed on site. 

Indeed in the aftermath of the 
Grenfell disaster, Canterbury coun¬ 
cillors unanimously backed a mo¬ 
tion for them to be fitted as part of 
the redevelopment of the block 
when they met in July. 

However, bosses at Town & Coun¬ 
try Housing stood firm and insisted 
they would not fit the devices, de¬ 
spite efforts to “shame” them into 
doing so. 

When pushed on whether sprin¬ 
klers should have been installed at 
the Snodland flats, however, coun¬ 
cillors remained coy. 

“The way the flats are built and 
the way it was dealt with shows it 
comes up to regulations,” Cllr Hick¬ 
mott said. 

“You are not going to stop some¬

thing burning. I’m not ruling sprin¬ 
klers out totally but we need to see 
what the cause was first, up to now 
it appears to meet regulations.” 

Fellow councillor Debbie Alford- 
Smith added: “It’s been overwhelm¬ 
ing. In Canterbury it took two years 
to have things rebuilt and have peo¬ 
ple permanently rehoused. 

“I obviously hope it’s a quicker 
process but I am well aware it has to 
go through the correct procedures. 

“I just hope in the short terms that 
these people get the support and 
help they need, not just physical 
items, but having people to talk to.” 

A spokesperson for Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “The fire inves¬ 
tigation by KFRS following the fire 
at Holborough Lakes, Snodland at 
the weekend is ongoing. 

“This will include gaining evi¬ 
dence from any witnesses as well as 
excavating the fire scene, where this 
is possible, and there is remaining 
evidence to gather. 

“At this moment within the inves¬ 
tigation we do not believe there are 
any suspicious circumstances.”

NHS Trust this week. It comes just days after CEO of the east Kent trust also revealed he’s leaving

T WO of Kent’s four hospital 
trusts are now without a 
permanent leader after the 
CEO of Maidstone and Tun¬ 
bridge Wells NHS Trust 
quit his post to take up a new role. 

Glenn Douglas had been chief ex¬ 
ecutive since 2007 and had overseen 
the opening of the Tunbridge Wells 
Hospital at Pembury in 2011. 

But this week he was appointed 
chief executive of the Kent and Med¬ 
way Sustainability and Transforma¬ 
tion Partnership - a body set up last 
year to oversee development of a so- 
called masterplan for health and so¬ 
cial care across the county. 

The plan, which is set to go out to 
public consultation after Christmas, 
outlines proposals to allow people to 
be treated nearer their own homes to 
help reduce the strain on hospital 
services, which in some areas of the 
county have been described as at 
breaking point. 

Mr Douglas had been working as 
the partnership’s senior responsible 
officer, but only on a part-time basis 
in conjunction with his role at MTW. 

His departure comes just days after 
Matthew Kershaw sensationally an¬ 
nounced he was to leave East Kent 


Hospitals University NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust to take up a post at a think- 
tank, meaning only the trusts in 
Medway and Dartford and Grave- 
sham have an established chief in 
place. 

Mr Douglas said: “I am delighted to 
be taking on this role full-time. Our 
plans to work together across health 
and social care to improve services 
for people in Kent and Medway are 
starting to take shape. 

“Doctors, nurses and other health 
professionals, alongside social care 
practitioners and health and local 
authority leaders in Kent and Med¬ 
way, have a clear and exciting ambi¬ 
tion. 

“We want to improve health and 
wellbeing, reduce health inequalities 
between different areas in our re¬ 
gion, improve the quality of services 
so people get better clinical outcomes 
and patient experience, and create a 
sustainable system within the avail¬ 
able resources, most importantly 
staff and funds. 

“My role is to ensure we develop de¬ 
tailed plans and deliver this ambition 
successfully, in partnership with our 
staff and local people. 

“It is with some sadness that I leave 
my current role. My time at Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust has been extremely rewarding. 


“However, I know the trust will 
continue to go from strength to 
strength, as well as remaining a key 
partner in the wider Kent and Med¬ 
way health and care plans for the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Felicity Cox, NHS England director 
of commissioning operations for the 
south east, said: “Across the country, 
health and social care systems have 
started to work in more collaborative 
ways to improve care for local people. 

“Bringing together partners from 
across the NHS, as well as local au¬ 
thorities, voluntary and community 
sectors, requires significant focus, 
commitment and dedicated leader¬ 
ship. 

“Glenn’s appointment to this full¬ 
time role will strengthen what can be 
achieved for the people of Kent and 
Medway.” 

MTW chairman David Highton 
confirmed Jim Lusby, who previously 
worked as portfolio director at what 
is now known as NHS Improvement, 
with responsibility for oversight of 
NHS trusts in the south east, had 
been appointed acting CEO, and in¬ 
sisted patient wellbeing remained an 
absolute priority for the trust. 

Mr Lusby said: “We are an ambi¬ 
tious organisation and have the po¬ 
tential to be among the best provid¬ 
ers of hospital care. 


“My aim over the coming months 
is to help MTW realise its potential by 
continuing to ensure we do every¬ 
thing we can to provide the highest 


possible standards of patient care.” 

The trust says a recruitment proc¬ 
ess will be carried out to appoint a 
permanent CEO in due course. 
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Water firm top for complaints

O NE of Kent’s biggest water 
suppliers has been told by 
a utilities watchdog it 
must improve after rack¬ 
ing up the most written 
complaints of any water company in 
the country for the fifth year in a row. 

Annual figures published this week 
by the Consumer Council for Water 


(CCWater) show Southern Water re¬ 
duced its written complaints to 8,733 
from 15,797 the previous year - a 
drop of some 45 per cent - but is still 
under pressure as the worst perform¬ 
ing water company. 

Southern also reported a 54 per 
cent increase in ‘unwanted contacts’, 
where its customers had to pick up 
the phone to resolve an issue. 

The company has attributed this to 
a review of its internal recording 
processes. 


Sir Tony Redmond, London and 
south east chair for CCWater, said: 
“We are encouraged by Southern’s 
improvement but its performance re¬ 
mains poor in comparison to the rest 
of the industry. 

“There is a lot more work to be done 
by the company.” 

Southern Water’s chief customer 
officer, Simon Oates, said: “I am 
pleased we are the most improved 
company across the industry in terms 
of achieving the largest reduction in 


written complaints. 

“Despite this 45 per cent reduction 
we are still at the foot of the industry 
league tables, so we’ll continue to work 
closely with our colleagues at CCWater 
to drive forward further improvements 
and move up the rankings. 

“Our teams have worked so hard 
over the last year and we are all com¬ 
mitted to continuing to improve re¬ 
sponsiveness and focus more on 
meeting the individual needs of our 
customers. 


“We’ve carried out a thorough re¬ 
view to ensure we can make it easier 
to do business with us - whether it’s 
online, face-to-face or over the phone. 

“This includes making significant 
improvements to our website and 
customer contact centre. 

“We want to reassure our custom¬ 
ers we’re building on the significant 
improvements we have already made, 
and bringing our performance up to 
the standard they quite rightly expect 
from us.”

Fears of Brexit as 
apple pickers shrink 

Shortage of migrant workers could spell major problems for 
our farmers as top fruit growers start to harvest bumper crop

T HE number of migrant 
workers picking fruit on 
Kent farms is down by 
around a fifth on last year, 
a grower has claimed. 
September typically marks the 
start of the top fruit season where ap¬ 
ples and pears are finally harvested 
after months of cultivation. 

However, farmers have faced par¬ 
ticular challenges this year, with the 
weather often conspiring against 
them, as well as the uncertain cli¬ 
mate that lies ahead in a post-EU 
Britain looming large. 

One of the major issues facing Kent 
after Brexit is the access to labour 
from overseas, with Thanet North 
MP Sir Roger Gale warning the 
QEOM Hospital in Margate will shut 
if EU citizens are forced to leave (see 
page 5). 

His Conservative colleague Helen 
Whately, who represents Faversham 
and Mid Kent, has also claimed many 


of the county’s farms would be at risk 
of going out of business if they failed 
to secure access to seasonal workers 
once Britain is out of the EU. 

James Simpson, of the Tonbridge- 
based grower, Adrian Scripps, told 
KoS how a need to pick apples and 
pears earlier in the year was having a 
knock-on effect. 

“Last year was a late season and 
we didn’t start picking until mid-Sep¬ 
tember, whereas this year we’re now 
nearly finished,” he said. 

“It’s probably come about two 
weeks earlier which has put us under 
a little bit of pressure. The late varie¬ 
ties don’t get later but the early ones 
get earlier. 

“A number of workers come in ear¬ 
ly in April and May to pick soft fruit 
and then move on to top fruit. 

“Early on there were reasonably 
good numbers for strawberries and 
they took a phenomenal crop for 
which they only just had enough 
staff to do that. 

“So they earned very good money 
and got plenty of overtime, so when it 
came to top fruit season, many had 


felt they’d earned enough and wanted 
to return home, so we are finding far 
fewer people transferring to top fruit. 

“We have seen fewer arrive. Previ¬ 
ously farms had a waiting list of staff, 
but this year they’re either far short¬ 
er lists or they don’t exist at all. 

“That’s in part related to earnings 
at home and partly because of the ex¬ 
change rate. As sterling has weak¬ 
ened, other currencies have strength¬ 
ened and so it’s made it less attractive. 

“But what we can honestly say is 
many of the workers would prefer to 
come to the UK because they are 
treated well.” 

The government has remained coy 
over how agriculture will access sea¬ 
sonal labour from overseas after 
Brexit, which has caused must frus¬ 
tration from within the industry. 

Mr Simpson said: “Most farms are 
getting by this year but it’s a struggle 
and they’re certainly short in some 
areas, on average there’s probably a 
20 per cent shortage in workers. 

“The issue next year is that it’s the 
last year that we have freedom of 
movement, so there’s only one crop

left and we usually book labour well 
in advance. 

“Of course, we are hoping the gov¬ 
ernment will give us access to labour 
because it’s not just an agricultural 
problem, in hospitality and the 
health service there’s going to be a 
shortage of staff. 

“There’s confidence with most 
growers that there will be something 
in the short-term, perhaps open bor¬ 
ders for two years, and that we’re not 
going to go off a cliff immediately, but 
we’re still heading towards that cliff. 

“We’ve had meetings with minis¬ 
ters and there hasn’t been a lot of 
clarity. We are at such a crucial stage 
of negotiations and the EU wins eve¬ 
ry negotiation so we’re rather fear¬ 
ful.” 

Access to labour hasn’t been the 
only challenge facing growers in 
Kent this year, however, with a series 
of sharp frosts in April and May pre¬ 
senting their own range of difficul¬ 
ties for producers. 

If there are problems here, there 
are problems across the country, 
with Kent typically producing 
around two-thirds of the entire na¬ 
tion’s harvest. 

“The big issue always centres 
around weather,” Mr Simpson said. 

“We rarely moan about it and get 
on with it but essentially we had a se¬ 
ries of quite severe frosts, which can 
kill fruit - it’s no different to the effect 
on roses in your garden. 

“Cox were particularly badly af¬ 
fected, the national crop is down 30 
per cent on what we ordinarily ex¬ 
pect. 

“But it’s variable, some farms have 
none at all, some have a full crop, it 
just depends where it hits.” 

Gala and Bramley varieties have 


also been affected, although while 
the external appearance of some has 
suffered, growers insist the quality of 
taste and flavour remains. 

With frosts and hailstorms severe¬ 
ly impacting growth in the West 
Country, farmers anticipate Kent’s 
contribution to increase this year, 
providing close to 70 per cent of the 
total apples produced. 

Despite the challenges, industry 
chiefs are remaining positive, with 
new research from English Apples & 
Pears, which organises and promotes 


the industry, saying nine out of 10 
shoppers who expressed a preference 
said they would buy British apples 
whenever possible. 

Chief executive Steven Munday 
said: “This is a huge vote of confi¬ 
dence for British growers. 

“As Brexit beckons, it appears 
shoppers here are actively support¬ 
ing British produce and, in particu¬ 
lar, that they are looking for British 
apples in the shops.” 

To tap into rising demand for Brit¬ 
ish apples, UK growers will be unveil¬ 


ing a new sticker to be placed on mil¬ 
lions of apples and packs nationwide, 
helping consumers to identify and 
buy British apples easily in stores. 

Mr Munday added: “We’re looking 
to Britain’s retailers to support the 
country’s apple growers by using our 
logo on pack and at point of sale. 

“In our survey, better display and 
identification of apples as British in 
the shops were also key concerns for 
consumers, who said they would buy 
more apples if they could easily see 
that they come from Britain.”

Rejected in a roundabout way 

It may not be enough to slam the brakes on the £102m scheme to revamp the Stockbury Roundabout 
off the M2, but Swale councillors threw a spanner in the works when it voted to reject the proposal

P LANS to upgrade a major 
traffic pinch point near 
Sittingbourne have hit a 
stumbling block after the 
local council rejected the 
suggested proposal. 

Highways England earlier this 
month outlined plans to consult on a 
£102 million scheme to transform 
the Stockbury Roundabout - junc¬ 
tion five from the M2 for Maidstone 
and Sittingbourne and which then 
links, via the A249 past the Kent 
Showground at Detling, to the M20. 

But Swale Borough Council voted 
unanimously against the plans on 
Wednesday night, saying they did 
not go far enough to solve the prob¬ 
lems on the roundabout. 

A dozen options, including an 
A249 flyover above the roundabout, 
and a plan to replace the roundabout 
with a three-tier interchange, were 
initially considered by roads chiefs 
but scrapped because they decided 
they would not have a sufficient ef¬ 
fect on reducing congestion, or they 
were too expensive. 

Instead, a fresh consideration, 
known as Option 12A, has been 
brought forward for the public to feed 


back on. 

This option will see the rounda¬ 
bout enlarged to provide a new 
through route for cars using the 
A249, new dedicated left-turn lanes 
for traffic travelling from the A249 
southbound to the M2 London- 
bound and from the A249 north¬ 
bound to the M2 coast-bound. 

A new single lane slip road from 
the M2 coast-bound to the A249 
northbound which would avoid the 
roundabout altogether is also pro¬ 
posed, while the existing connection 
from the Maidstone Road to the 
roundabout would be closed, with 
Maidstone Road re-routed to link 
with Oad Street. 

Additionally, the existing junction 
of Oad Street with the A249 would be 
closed and a new link would be pro¬ 
vided south of the existing Oad Street 
to connect directly with the rounda¬ 
bout, while the Honeycrock Hill 
junction with the A249 would also 
be closed for safety reasons. 

The council wants to see another 
more expensive option at around 
£160 million which will include a 
three-tier interchange that will be 
able to cope with the predicted high¬ 
er traffic volume in the future. 

Swale councillors passed a motion 
this week which states the authority 
rejects Option 12A as it “will not pro¬ 


vide a long term solution to the issues 
faced here by many drivers and busi¬ 
nesses”. Instead, the council wants 
the triple tier Option 10 and insists 
the government finds the extra cash. 

Highways England planned to 
send in the bulldozers in 2020, and 
does not actually need consent from 
Swale council for work to start. 

Conservative leader of Swale coun¬ 
cillor, Andrew Bowles, said: “The 
council, along with the local MP, 
have lobbied hard to secure funding 
to address the long-standing conges¬ 
tion and safety issues experienced by 
road users passing through junction 
five of the M2. 

“Having secured the £100m, it is 
disappointing that this is considered 
sufficient to provide only one possible 
option, which in my view has been 
designed to the budget, rather than 
to provide a junction that will be able 
to provide a solution for the medium 
to long-term. 

“I believe an option which includes 
a fly-over makes the most sense, but 
whatever the final design, it must be 
able to cope with not only the growth 
we are being asked to deliver but also 
the impacts of the proposed Lower 
Thames Crossing, which will drive 
increased traffic flows along the M2 
corridor.” 

The views were echoed by Labour’s 


group leader in Swale, Roger True- 
love. He told KoS: “We already have 
tremendous tailbacks on the A249 
related to traffic lights at the Stock¬ 
bury roundabout. 

“This plan maintains traffic lights 
and so I can’t see it helping. All they 
are providing is a slip road for traffic 
coming from London that wants to 
use the roundabout. It seems that it is 
an invitation for all traffic to use 
Maidstone Road and Oad Street and 
it will hit the villages. 

“It will slightly alleviate the cur¬ 


rent problem but with developments 
in the local plan it just isn’t ade¬ 
quate.” 

Concerns have also been raised 
over the impact on traffic approach¬ 
ing the Kent Showground, further 
down the A249 in Detling, for popu¬ 
lar events such as the Kent County 
Show. 

Highways England said it wel¬ 
comed all feedback during the con¬ 
sultation phase. 

Earlier this month, senior project 
manager Neil Andrew told us:

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“We’ve gone through the options 
looking at the high level objectives 
that were set - that is looking to¬ 
wards reducing the number of inci¬ 
dents because this junction is identi¬ 
fied within the top 50 national 
casualty locations, with 111 person¬ 
al injury accidents between 2011 
and 2015. 

“We can see it’s a very high acci¬ 
dent location for sideswipes as people 
are moving around the roundabout 
and also as people are approaching 
on the A249. 

“It’s also looked towards journey 
times so trying to reduce the conges¬ 
tion experienced on both the ap¬ 
proaches from the M2 and A249. 

“The scheme we’re developing is 
also aimed at keeping traffic on the 
strategic road network. 

“A large number of individuals at 
the moment are using rural roads to 
get around the junction and causing 
subsequent congestion and anxiety 
for residents and local communities. 

“The commitment made to gov¬ 
ernment is to begin work on this 
junction by March 2020 and at the 
moment that is what our current 
programme is showing. 

“In terms of an actual construc¬ 
tion project, for a scheme of this na¬ 
ture, we’re looking at 18 to 24 
months so we’re anticipating this be¬ 
ing open to traffic by summer 2022.”

How to add value to your home 
and make it sell even quicker 



IG home improvements, 
like loft conversions and 
extensions, usually add 
value, but smaller changes 
can also increase the value 
of your home and make it more sella¬ 
ble 

So what are some of the best to help 
you sell your property? 

Wooden floors are a wonderful ad¬ 
dition to any home, whatever its style 
or period, and are a practical alterna¬ 
tive to carpet, especially in hallways 
and reception rooms. 

If your home has original floor¬ 
boards, sanding and varnishing or 
staining them should add value and 
create a lovely, hardwearing feature. 
However, original floorboards aren’t 
always in good condition and may be 
rotten, or have been butchered over 
the years, which can make them 
hard to restore. 

Another problem is they can be 
draughty - on the ground floor, there 
will be a gap between the floorboards 
and the earth, which is needed for 
ventilation but can send cold air up 
into the room above. 


If your home doesn’t have original 
floorboards or the floorboards are in a 
bad state, solid or engineered-wood 
flooring gives you a similar look but 
without the draughts (some under¬ 
lays help with soundproofing and 
damp-proofing too). 

Both solid wood and engineered 
wood are now widely available in 
tongue-and-groove boards that click 
together which is particularly easy 
for DIYers to fit and some engineered 
wood has a wonderful woodgrain 
texture that’s even better than origi¬ 
nal floorboards. Engineered wood 
only has a top layer of real wood, 
which varies in depth, with other lay¬ 
ers underneath, so it can’t be sanded 
as many times as solid wood, but it 
does have other advantages. 

Radiators are, of course, very prac¬ 
tical, but they also have a decorative 
function that’s often overlooked. If 
you’re renovating your home, or even 
just a room or two, changing old, un¬ 
attractive radiators makes a big dif¬ 
ference to the look (and often im¬ 
proves the heat output too) and if you 
fit new bog-standard radiators, you’re 


selling the renovation short. Modern 
column radiators work well in most 
interiors because they’re a contempo¬ 
rary take on a classic design. Radia¬ 
tors like these make a renovation ex¬ 
tra special and are well worth paying 
more for. 

Almost everyone loves a real fire, 
but open fires are generally only 
around 15-30 per cent efficient, as 
most of the heat goes up the chimney. 
Wood-burning stoves are a better in¬ 
vestment, as they’re much more effi¬ 
cient and have other advantages, 
such as keeping smoke and sparks 
contained. Wood burners come in 
many different styles, from tradition¬ 
al to contemporary, and are a great 
addition to your home’s central heat¬ 
ing when it’s really cold. Plus, they’re 
ideal for heating a room or rooms 
when it’s not cold enough to have the 
heating on. 

One of the best improvements you 
can do is to make a room lighter, but 
it isn’t always possible to have big 
windows and glass doors - if there are 
planning restrictions or your budg¬ 
et’s tight, for example. Although 


planning permission is sometimes 
needed for them, roof windows (avail¬ 
able for both sloping and flat roofs) 
can flood a room with light - even one 
small one can make a big difference, 
so if you have a dark room directly be¬ 
low a roof, don’t overlook this possi¬ 


bility. Roof windows are more inno¬ 
vative than you might think with 
skylights with different types of glaz¬ 
ing, remote controls, and some that 
automatically close when they detect 
rain and even that fold out into balco¬ 
nies.

Jeremy Hardy returns and admits he ‘doesn’t know what to think anymore’ 


H E may have once stood 
up to the might of Is¬ 
rael’s army in a docu¬ 
mentary, but Jeremy 
Hardy’s political ire is 
of a more nuanced, measured and 
personal stripe these days. 

For his current live show, he feels 
as though his act and material are a 
fair reflection of what’s going on in 
the country just now. “There isn’t a 
driving sense of rebellion, every¬ 
thing is so disparate now. When I 
started comedy there was a real 
sense of polarity: you had Thatcher 
and the miners and you took sides. 
But now people are voting on differ¬ 
ent issues and it’s all over the place. 

“A lot of my demographic is quite 
weary. I feel like I’m entertaining 
the troops who aren’t that confi¬ 
dent about whether they’re going to 
survive the war.” 

And entertain them he most 


certainly will. 

Now in his fourth decade of a 
successful stand-up career, Hardy is 
one of Britain’s most critically 
lauded comics. Rising through the 
vibrant ‘alternative cabaret’ scene 
of London in the early 1980s, he 
won the prestigious Perrier Award 
in 1988, has become a fixture on 
Radio 4 through shows such as The 
News Quiz and Jeremy Hardy 
Speaks To The Nation, and his 
membership of the legendary I’m 
Sorry I Haven’t A Clue team has 
brought him before a whole new 
live audience with its touring show. 

Hardy has also appeared on film 
opposite Robert ‘Twilight’ Pattin- 
son in 2Oil’s How To Be, while the 
aforementioned encounter with the 
Israeli army was in 2002’s fittingly 
titled documentary, Jeremy Hardy v 
The Israeli Army. 

This diverse CV now means that 


an audience at a Jeremy Hardy 
show could be there for a variety of 
reasons. “I never quite know who 
the audience is,” he admits. “You’ll 
get some Radio 4 listeners who are 
Conservative, though quietly so, 
and some people come along 
because they’ve seen a leaflet. 
Others might have heard me on I’m 
Sorry I Haven’t A Clue which has 
almost no politics whatsoever but 
they’ve heard me singing one song 
to the tune of another and that’s 
what they think I’ll be doing.” 

What Jeremy Hardy will 
certainly be doing for this show is 
taking the political temperature of 
the nation, albeit through a more 
personal lens. “I am talking about 
politics but more about how these 
things impact on me and affect me 
emotionally in terms of feeling 
bewildered and battered by them. 
I’m not trying to sound like an 


authority and people don’t need to 
bring notebooks to the show. It’s 
much more the ramblings and 
discontents of a person in the back 
half of life. 

“I try to do a show that isn’t just 
me banging on about my point of 
view. I try to let people know that 
I’m also bewildered about things, 
that I don’t have any solutions and 
that I’m just trying to make sense 
of it myself. I think that’s the best 
way to be a comedian because a 
large part of humour is wrestling 
with things and having coping 
strategies. Certainly, I don’t know 
what to think about anything right 
now but that’s partly about getting 
older and getting less confident in 
what you think about things.” 

Jeremy Hardy performs at the 
Gulbenkian in Canterbury on 
October 29.

Battle of Britain show 
returns next summer

ORGANISERS of the Battle of 
Britain Air Show at Headcorn 
have confirmed the event will be 
back next year. 

The event will be staged over the 
weekend of June 30 and July 1 in 
2018 with thousands once again 
set to descend for the popular 
aerobatic displays. 

Each day will see the Battle of 
Britain display which will feature 
aircraft from the war time era 
when the Allies saw off the threat 
of the German Luftwaffe as they 
attempted to gain supremacy of 
the skies, in 1940, prior to a 
planned ground invasion. 

Winston Churchill famously 
declared the heroic fighter pilots 
‘The Few’ who helped protect the 
security of the nation in what was 
seen as a key turning point in the 
conflict as the Germans invaded 
Europe. 

Among the aircraft taking part 
are Spitfires and Hurricanes plus 
the likes of the Tiger Moth and 
Harvard T6 - all courtesy of 
Headcorn-based firm Aero Legends. 

Headcorn Aerodrome will again 


be the setting for the event, which 
next year will be commemorating 
the 78th anniversary of the Battle 
of Britain, and the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the founding of the RAF.

W HAT isn’t Benedict 
Cumberbatch 
working on at the 
moment? 

Since earning his 
breakthrough playing physicist 
Stephen Hawking in the 2004 TV film 
Hawking, the actor hasn’t stopped - 
whether it be treading the boards as 
Hamlet, heading up hit BBC drama 
Sherlock or landing an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion for his turn as mathematician 
Alan Turing in The Imitation Game. 

In fact one glance at the 41-year- 
old’s schedule - Gypsy Boy, The Jungle 
Book and How The Grinch Stole 
Christmas make up just a few of his 
upcoming projects - is enough to trig¬ 
ger a sweat. 

I’m not surprised, then, to find 


Cumberbatch exhausted when we 
meet. 

This time his lack of shut eye is due 
to the fact he’s just flown in from LA. 

But while he will reprise his role as 
the Sorcerer Supreme in 2018’s 
Avengers Infinity War, it’s not all Hol¬ 
lywood blockbusters for the London- 
born talent. 

Excitingly his latest outing is for 
the BBC (fans will be likely waiting a 
long time for a fifth season of Sher¬ 
lock) and it comes in the form of chill¬ 
ing drama, The Child In Time. 

Based on Ian McEwan’s prize-win¬ 
ning 1987 novel of the same name, 
the heartbreaking tale is the story of 
successful author Stephen Lewis 
(Cumberbatch), who is confronted 
with the unthinkable when his child

is abducted in a supermarket. 

As the scarring moment replays in 
the years that follow, the 90-minute 
film - the first feature to be made under 
Cumberbatch’s production company, 
SunnyMarch TV - explores a marriage 
devastated by the loss of a child and 
the struggle and longing for hope that 
stems from all-consuming grief. 

“It’s about how two people who had 
each other before their love was man¬ 
ifest in a child break apart and come 
together again when they realise that 
they have to accept their circum¬ 
stance,” he explains of his character’s 
relationship with on-screen wife Julie 
(played by Trainspotting star Kelly 
Macdonald). 

“And never be in denial of it, never 
forget it, but also live a life and move 


on.” 

It was just the role Cumberbatch - a 
self-confessed ‘huge McEwan nut’ - 
had been looking for. 

“I knew I wanted to play Stephen,” 
he declares, having previously 
starred as Paul Marshall in Joe 
Wright’s adaptation of McEwan’s 
2001 novel Atonement. 

“I had a desire to portray someone 
closer to me, someone who didn’t ac¬ 
quire a few hours in make up or a 
great deal of strenuous - I wouldn’t 
say mask work - but just something 
transformative. 

“It’s a horrific circumstance and 
it’s very, very upsetting. So yeah, it 
was tough.” 

The Child In Time will air on 
BBC One tonight, Sunday.
